In tha t re­ 
spect, it differs from a board of 
inv estigation, which may or may 
not requ ire its witnesses to testi­ 
fy u nder oath. 
The three su rv iv ors of the Ak­ 
ron disaster—L ieu tenant Com­ 
m ander H erbert V. Wiley , and 
enlisted men, R ichard E. Deal 
and Jv toody E. Erwin—will be 
called as witnesses by the cou rt. 
If there is ev idence tending to 
incrim inate them , the cou rt will 
notify them they are in the role 
of defendants.

THE AKRON DISASTER 
The fate of the Akron, largest dirigible in the 


world, will go down in history as the greatest 
p eace-time disaster th at the United States Nav y 
has ev er suffered. The liv es of sev enty -three 
courageous men, the p ick of the nav y , were 
snuffed out in a twinkling of an ey e. The huge 
craft could not cop e with the storm which en­ 
v elop ed it and it crashed into the sea with all 
aboard. Only three men surv iv e the terrible or­ 
deal. 
This horrible accident is the climax to many 
which hav e followed in the wake of this ty p e of 
airship . All countries which hav e ex p erimented 
with them hav e had bad luck and none hav e had 
worse luck than this country . The Shenandoah 
which was destroy ed, causing the death of four­ 
teen men; the Roma which carried thirty -four 
men to destruction; the ZR-2 which was bought 
from England and crashed in a trial flight in 
that country caused the death of forty -two men, 
many of which were officers and men from this 
country ; are all outstanding ex amp les of the ill 
fate of ex p erimentation with dirigibles in the 
United States. There hav e been many more less 
tragic incidents all along the line. 
The dirigible is enormously ex p ensiv e to build 
and op erate. The Akron cost four and one-half 
million dollars. They are unwieldy to handle. 
And abov e all, seem to be a fair-weather ship . 
Ev ery v oy age ex cep t in the best of weather seems 
to be a gamble with death. Why should our gov ­ 
ernm ent go on building these ship s, sp ending 
millions of dollars and risking liv es? 
The same amount of money used for the con­ 
struction of relativ ely safe airp lanes would re­ 
ally accomp lish something. Dozens of airp lanes 
could be constructed and op erated for the cost of 
building and op erating one large dirigible. 
The Macon, sister ship to the Akron, is soon to 
take the air and it is doubtful whether or not it 
will ex p erience any kinder fate than others of 
its kind hav e. At any rate this should be the last 
of these ship s to be built and attention should be 
turned toward an adequate force of airp lanes 
for the country ’s defense.
